[  WHEREAS  by  section  3 
of  the  “  Langley  Incorpora¬ 
tion  Act,”  being  chapter  58 
of  the  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1954,  it  is  provided  that  it  shall  be  law¬ 
ful  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  by 
Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal,  to  incorporate 
into  a  city  municipality  the  area  described  in  the 
said  Act,  if  a  majority  of  the  persons  voting  on  the 
question  vote  in  favour  of  the  incorporation  pur¬ 
suant  to  said  section  3  of  the  said  Act: 

And  whereas  a  plebiscite  was  held  on  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  September,  a.d.  1954,  and  a 
majority  vote  was  in  favour  of  the  incorporation  of 
the  area  as  a  city  municipality: 


And  whereas  the  Honourable  Clarence  Wal¬ 
lace,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our  Province,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities  con¬ 
ferred  on  him  by  the  said  Act  and  of  all  other 
powers  and  authorities  him  in  that  behalf  enabling, 
hath  ordered  that  the  inhabitants  of  all  that  tract 
of  land  described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say:  Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  bound¬ 
ary  of  the  North-east  Quarter  of  Section  10,  town¬ 
ship  8,  east  of  the  Coast  meridian.  New  West¬ 
minster  Land  District,  with  the  southerly  limit  of 
the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  as  shown  on  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  Number  4500  on  deposit  in  the  Land 
Registry  Office,  New  Westminster;  thence  souther¬ 
ly  along  the  westerly  boundaries  of  the  North-east 
Quarter  of  Section  10,  Township  8,  Lot  3  10,  Group 
2,  the  East  Half  of  Section  3,  Township  8,  and  the 
North-east  Quarter  of  Section  34,  Township  7,  east 
of  the  Coast  meridian,  to  the  westerly  prolongation 
of  the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  10,  Block  2  of 
Section  34,  Township  7,  as  shown  on  Registered 
Plan  Number  1783;  thence  easterly  to  and  along 
the  southerly  boundaries  of  Lots  10,  9,  8,  7,  and 
6  of  said  Block  2  of  Section  34,  Township  7,  Plan 
1783,  to  the  south-east  corner  of  said  Lot  6,  being 
a  point  on  the  westerly  boundary  of  Lot  3  of  said 
Block  2  of  Section  34,  Township  7,  Plan  1783; 
thence  southerly  along  the  said  westerly  boundary 
of  Lot  3,  Block  2,  to  the  south-west  corner  thereof; 
thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  boundary  of 
said  Lot  3,  Block  2,  Plan  1783,  and  the  easterly 
prolongation  thereof  to  the  westerly  boundary  of 
the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  35,  Township  7;

Sketch  7481  to  the  north-east  corner  thereof,  being 
a  point  on  the  easterly  boundary  of  Lot  2  of  the 
North-west  Quarter  of  Section  36,  Township  7,  as 
shown  on  Registered  Plan  Number  2930;  thence 
northerly  along  the  easterly  boundaries  of  Lot  2 
of  said  Plan  2930  and  that  part  of  the  North-west 
Quarter  of  Section  36,  Township  7,  as  shown  on 
Registered  Plan  Number  10590,  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  said  part  of  the  North-west  Quarter  of 
Section  36,  Township  7,  shown  on  Plan  10590; 
thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  limit  of  an  un¬ 
named  lane  and  an  unnamed  road  (as  said  lane  and 
said  road  are  shown  on  Plan  8722)  adjoining  the 
easterly  boundaries  of  Lots  40,  39,  27,  26,  25,  24, 
23,  and  22  of  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section 

36,  Township  7,  as  shown  on  Registered  Plan  Num¬ 
ber  8722,  and  the  northerly  prolongation  thereof 
to  the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  312,  Group  2; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  southerly  boundary 
of  Lot  312  to  the  southerly  prolongation  of  the 
easterly  boundary  of  that  part  of  Lot  312  as  shown 
on  Registered  Sketch  Number  7106;  thence  north¬ 
erly  to  and  along  the  said  easterly  boundary  of  that 
part  of  Lot  312  as  shown  on  Sketch  7106  to  the 
north-east  corner  thereof,  being  the  most  easterly 
south-east  corner  of  Block  A  of  Lot  312,  as  shown 
on  Registered  Plan  Number  12881;  thence  north¬ 
erly,  westerly,  and  northerly  along  the  easterly, 
northerly,  and  easterly  boundaries  of  said  Block  A 
of  Lot  312.  Plan  12881,  to  the  southerly  boundary 
of  Lot  36,  Group  2;  thence  easterly  and  northerly 
along  the  southerly  and  easterly  boundaries  of  said 
Lot  36  to  a  point  thirty-three  feet  distant  northerly 
from  the  north-east  corner  of  that  part  of  Lot  36, 
as  shown  on  Registered  Sketch  Number  4025; 
thence  westerly  thirty-three  feet  perpendicularly 
distant  and  parallel  to  the  northerly  boundary  of 
said  part  of  Lot  36,  as  shown  on  Sketch  4025,  to 
the  south-westerly  prolongation  of  the  south-east¬ 
erly  boundary  of  Lot  37,  Group  2;  thence  north¬ 
easterly  to  and  along  the  said  south-easterly  bound- 
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ary  of  Lot  37  to  the  north-easterly  boundary  of  Lot 
1  of  Lot  37,  as  shown  on  Registered  Plan  Number 
12870;  thence  north-westerly  along  the  north-east¬ 
erly  boundaries  of  Lots  1  and  2  of  Lot  37  of  said 
Plan  12870  and  crossing  all  intersecting  thorough¬ 
fares  to  the  north-west  corner  of  said  Lot  2;  thence 
north-westerly  along  the  north-westerly  prolonga¬ 
tion  of  the  north-easterly  boundary  of  said  Lot  2, 
Plan  12870,  to  the  south-easterly  boundary  of  Lot 
308,  Group  2;  thence  north-easterly,  north-west¬ 
erly,  and  westerly  along  the  south-easterly,  north¬ 
easterly,  and  northerly  boundaries  of  said  Lot 
308  to  the  north-west  corner  thereof;  thence 
westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  north-east  cor¬ 
ner  of  Lot  5  of  the  North-east  Quarter  of  Sec¬ 
tion  10,  Township  8,  east  of  the  Coast  meridian, 
as  shown  on  Registered  Plan  Number  2605; 
thence  westerly  and  southerly  along  the  north¬ 
erly  and  westerly  boundaries  of  said  Lot  5,  Plan 
2605,  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  16  of  the 
North-east  Quarter  of  Section  10,  Township  8,  as 
shown  on  Registered  Plan  Number  1079;  thence 
westerly  along  the  northerly  boundary  of  said  Lot 
16,  Plan  1079,  and  the  westerly  prolongation  there¬ 
of  to  the  centre  line  of  Kerr  Road,  as  shown  on 
said  Plan  1079;  thence  southerly  along  the  said 
centre  line  of  Kerr  Road  and  the  southerly  pro¬ 
longation  thereof  to  the  aforesaid  southerly  limit 
of  the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  as  shown  on  Plan 
4500;  thence  north-westerly  along  said  southerly 
limit  of  the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  Plan  4500,  to 
the  westerly  boundary  of  aforesaid  Lot  310,  Group 
2,  being  the  point  of  commencement,  containing 
by  admeasurement  two  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixteen  acres,  more  or  less,  shall  as  of  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March,  a.d.  1955,  be  incorporated  into  a 
city  municipality  and  hath  made  further  provision 
to  the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim  that  the  inhabitants  of 
the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  into  a  city  munici¬ 
pality  as  and  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  March, 
a.d.  1955,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Langley 
Incorporation  Act,”  and  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  all  other  Statutes  applicable  to  a  city 
municipality  and  subject  to  the  provisions  herein¬ 
after  contained  or  referred  to: — 

1.  The  said  city  municipality  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Langley  ”  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
“  the  City  Municipality  ”). 

2.  The  City  Mun.cipality  shall  comprise  all  that 
tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

3.  The  first  Council  of  the  City  Municipality 
shall  be  as  follows:  Mayor  —  Hunter  Vogel; 
Aldermen  —  Samuel  Nundall,  Winston  Churchill 
Stevens,  Richard  Langdon,  John  Bryce  Jeffery, 
Clive  Rogers;  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  the 
thirty-first  day  of  May,  a.d.  1955,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  take  office.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  Council  herein  appointed  shall  be 
held  in  the  Incorporation  Committee  Rooms  com¬ 
mencing  at  two  o’clock  p.m.  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  March,  a.d.  1955,  the  first  Council  so  ap¬ 
pointed  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  any  Statute  applicable  to  a 
city  municipality.  Four  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

4.  The  first  elected  Council  shall  consist  of  a 
Mayor  and  five  (5)  Aldermen  to  be  elected  from 
the  City  Municipality  at  large.  Four  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

5.  David  Fraser  Laing,  of  Old  Yale  Road,  Rural 
Route  Number  Three,  Langley,  British  Columbia, 
shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  election  of 
the  first  elected  Council  of  the  City  Municipality; 
and  the  Returning  Officer  may  appoint  Deputy 
Returning  Officers,  poll  clerks,  constables,  and  such 
other  officers  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for  taking 
the  poll  and  for  maintaining  order  at  the  polling- 
stations  during  the  election.  If  David  Fraser  Laing 
is  incapacitated  from  fulfilling  his  duties  under 
these  Letters  Patent,  the  appointed  Council  may 
appoint  a  person  to  act  in  his  place. 


6.  Those  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election 
shall  be  such  persons  or  corporations  whose  names 
appear  on  the  last  revised  Voters  List  of  The 
Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Langley  (herein¬ 
after  referred  to  as  “  the  District  Municipality  ”) 
by  virtue  of  the  fact  that,  at  the  time  of  compila¬ 
tion  of  the  said  Voters  List  they  were  the  owners  of 
land  or  land  and  improvements  within  the  said 
area  or  were  the  spouses  of  the  owners  of  land  or 
land  and  improvements  within  the  said  area  or 
were  the  holders  of  subsisting  trade  licences  and 
carrying  on  business  within  the  area,  or  were  house¬ 
holders  residing  within  the  area  at  the  time  afore¬ 
said. 

7.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  cause  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  a  list  of  voters  in  which  shall  be,  in  alpha¬ 
betical  order,  the  names,  addresses,  and  qualifi¬ 
cations  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid. 

8.  The  Returning  Officer  on  or  before  the 
twentieth  day  of  April,  a.d.  1955,  shall  post  the  list 
of  voters  or  a  copy  thereof  near  or  upon  the 
entrance  doors  of  the  Masonic  Hall,  Police  Station, 
and  Post  Office  in  the  City  Municipality. 

9.  John  Fraser  McDonald,  Government  Agent, 
Court  House,  New  Westminster,  British  Columbia, 
shall  sit  as  a  Court  of  Revision  for  the  said  list  of 
voters  on  Tuesday,  the  third  day  of  May,  a.d.  1955, 
at  a  place  to  be  named  by  the  Returning  Officer 
and  the  list  as  certified  by  the  Court  of  Revision 
shall  be  the  voters  list  for  the  City  Municipality  for 
all  purposes  until  another  list  is  prepared  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act.”  If  John 
Fraser  McDonald  is  incapacitated  from  fulfilling 
his  duties  under  these  Letters  Patent,  the  appointed 
Council  may  appoint  a  person  to  act  in  his  place. 

10.  The  revised  and  certified  voters  list  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  to  any  person  between  the  hours 
of  nine  o’clock  a.m.  and  five  o’clock  p.m.  Monday 
to  Friday,  inclusive,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Mu¬ 
nicipality. 

11.  The  qualifications  for  Mayor  and  for  Aider- 
men  at  the  first  election  shall  be  as  provided  for 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  respectively,  in  sections  17 
and  19  of  the  “Municipal  Act”  except  that  the 
Assessment  Roll  referred  to  shall  mean  that  portion 
of  the  last  revised  Assessment  Roll  of  the  District 
Municipality  which  pertains  to  properties  within 
the  area  constituted  as  the  City  Municipality. 

12.  The  nominations  for  the  first  elected  Council 
shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  City  Municipality 
on  Monday,  the  ninth  day  of  May,  a.d.  1955, 
between  the  hours  of  ten  o’clock  a.m.  and  twelve 
o’clock  noon. 

13.  The  polling,  if  any,  shall  be  held  on  Friday, 
the  twentieth  day  of  May,  a.d.  1955,  between  the 
hours  of  eight  o’clock  a.m.  and  eight  o’clock  p.m. 
in  the  Masonic  Hall,  City  of  Langley,  British 
Columbia. 

14.  Not  less  than  seven  days’  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  nomination  and  of  the  holding  of  a 
poll,  if  any,  shall  be  given  in  a  newspaper  published 
in  the  City  Municipality  and  further  for  the  like 
period  shall  be  posted  near  or  upon  the  entrance 
doors  of  the  Masonic  Hall,  Police  Station,  and 
Post  Office  in  the  said  City. 

15.  The  said  election  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Elections  Act.” 

16.  The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration 
of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot-papers  and  ballot- 
boxes  until  a  Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed  by  the 
elected  Council  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith  deliver 
the  same. 

17.  The  members  of  the  first  elected  Council 
shall  hold  office  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: — 

( a )  The  Mayor  shall  hold  office  until  his  suc¬ 
cessor  shall  take  office  following  the  annual 
municipal  election  in  December,  1956: 

(b)  The  three  Aldermen  who  receive  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  at  the  election  of  the  first 
elected  Council  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  take  office  following  the 
annual  municipal  election  in  December, 
1956: 

(c)  The  two  Aldermen  who  receive  the  lowest 
number  of  votes  at  the  election  of  the  first 
elected  Council  shall  hold  office  until  their 
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successors  shall  take  office  following  the 
annual  municipal  election  in  December, 
1955: 

(d)  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  have  a  casting  vote  or  votes 
to  determine  the  Alderman  or  Aldermen 
who  shall  sit  for  the  longer  term: 

( e )  In  case  no  poll  is  necessary,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  determine  which  three  Aider- 
men  shall  sit  for  the  longer  term,  and  the 
others  shall  sit  for  the  shorter  term. 

18.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  so  elected 
shall  be  held  in  the  office  of  the  City  Municipality 
commencing  at  two  o’clock  p.m.  on  a  date  to  be 
determined  by  the  appointed  Council. 

19.  Until  provision  be  made  by  by-law  in  that 
behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating  to  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  first  Council  and  the  first  elected  Council 
shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  “  Municipal  Act  ”  and 
according  to  proper  custom  and  all  the  powers, 
privileges  and  duties  of  the  Council  shall  be  the 
same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  said  Act. 

20.  After  the  incorporation  of  the  City  Munici¬ 
pality  the  remaining  area  of  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  shall  remain  a  duly  constituted  municipality 
under  its  present  Letters  Patent,  subject  only  to  the 
provisions  set  out  in  amended  Letters  Patent. 

21.  The  Assessment  Roll  for  the  City  Municipal¬ 
ity  for  the  year  1955  shall  be  that  portion  of  the 
revised  Assessment  Roll  of  the  District  Municipality 
which  pertains  to  properties  within  the  area  con¬ 
stituted  as  the  City  Municipality. 

22.  The  liabilities  and  contingent  liabilities  of 
the  City  Municipality  as  apportioned  by  the  Board 
of  Arbitration  established  under  section  8  of  the 
“  Langley  Incorporation  Act  ”  shall  be  the  liabili¬ 
ties  of  the  City  Municipality  as  at  the  date  of 
incorporation  and  the  liabilities  and  contingent 
liabilities  so  apportioned  shall  be  publicized  by 
publication  in  one  issue  of  The  British  Columbia 
Gazette  and  one  issue  of  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  City  Municipality. 

23.  All  licences  heretofore  issued  by  the  District 
Municipality  shall  be  valid  in  the  City  Municipality 
and  in  the  District  Municipality  until  the  expiration 
of  the  period  named  in  the  licence. 

24.  The  Council  shall  pay  out  of  the  ordinary 
revenues  of  the  City  Municipality  all  costs,  charges, 
and  expenses  incurred  in  and  about  the  incorpora¬ 
tion  of  the  City  Municipality,  including  the  expenses 
of  obtaining  the  “  Langley  Incorporation  Act,”  the 
holding  of  the  plebiscite  referred  to  in  section  3 
of  the  said  Act,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of 
Arbitration. 

25.  The  City  Council  shall  within  sixty  days  of 
receipt  pay  out  of  the  ordinary  revenues  of  the 
City  Municipality  any  account  which  the  District 
Municipality  may  render  in  respect  of  the  cost  of 
administration  and  services  provided  in  the  City 
Municipality  for  the  period  commencing  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  a.d.  1955,  and  ending  on  the 
day  of  the  incorporation  of  the  City  Municipality: 
Provided,  however,  any  such  account  shall  be 
rendered  within  four  months  of  the  date  of  in¬ 
corporation  of  the  City  Municipality  and  shall  be 
certified  as  correct  by  the  auditor  of  the  District 
Municipality.  Should  the  Council  of  the  City 
Municipality  decide  that  such  an  account  is  not 
correct  or  just,  then  they  shall  have  the  right  within 
thirty  days  of  receipt  of  such  account  to  submit 
the  entire  matter  to  arbitration  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “Arbitration  Act,”  and  the  decision 
of  the  Arbitration  Board  shall  be  final. 

26.  The  Council  of  the  District  Municipality 
shall  determine  the  mill  rate  for  school  purposes 
for  School  District  No.  35  (Langley)  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  year  and  the  mill  rate  so  determined  shall  be 
adopted  and  imposed  by  the  City  Municipality. 
The  City  Municipality  shall  pay  over  to  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Municipality  its  portion  of  the  quarterly 
demand  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  School 
District  No.  35  (Langley).  Such  payment  shall  be 
made  by  the  City  Municipality  within  thirty  days 
of  a  demand  by  the  District  Municipality.

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who 
are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Pro¬ 
vincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in 
the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the 
persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  elec¬ 
tion  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mr.  Arthur  Donovan  Corker,  Box  71,  Camp¬ 
bell  River,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the 
first  election  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  three  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  area  hereinbefore 
described  and  at  the  place  where  the  meeting  is  to 
be  held  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date, 
time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5, 
he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so. 
He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure  to 
be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method  of 
taking  the  votes.

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discus¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought 
up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  three 
conspicuous  places  within  the  area  of  the  district 
and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held.

report  of  a  physical  examination  appropriate  to 
the  case  and  (2)  the  conclusions  reached  in  each 
of  the  following  matters,  same  to  be  set  out  in 
separate  paragraphs  and  arranged  in  the  following 
order  and  form: — 

(a)  The  condition  of  the  workman: 

( b )  His  fitness  for  employment: 

(c)  If  unfit,  the  cause  of  such  unfitness: 

(d)  The  extent  of  his  temporary  or  permanent 
disability  by  reason  of  the  injury  in  respect 
of  which  he  has  claimed  compensation;  and 

(e)  Such  other  matters  as  may,  in  his  opinion, 
or  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  be  pertinent 
to  the  claim.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 

Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session:—

grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).
